Consul General Xosso at Ottawa from

;. "Vancouver, B. C., Sept. Rth.—Hav- 
ing arrived fit Vancouver at 11 p. m., 
on Sept. 7, I foiinil that during the ear- 
ly part of the evening there was held 
a demonstration of the anti Japanese 
and Cores n league, and about 0 p. m., 
a number of rowdies, about fifty or six-

"•Following this attack, there oame an- 


other one, this time the number being 
increased to about 500 and the fronts 
of several of the stores were broken. 
So far as I can ascertain only one Jap- 
anese was wounded. The police force 
did its best, but there is hardly any 
hope of relief in that direction. Consul 
iiorikawa is staying at the seat of the 
disturbance, trying to impress upon the 
:ity police to extend their protection ov- 
;r the Japanese residents, and at the 
lame time to suppress the utmost ex- 
:itement of tlje Japanese. There may be 
jo further disturbances." 


Jlr. Ishii's hope was unfortunately not

KENOSHA PIONEER DEAD. 


James C. Dowse, Aged 92, Passes Away 


at Dexter'a Corners. 


Says the Kenosha'News of Saturday: 


James C. Dowse, aged 02 years, the sec- 
ond .oldest resident of Kenocha county 
and a man widely known in all sections 
of the county, died at his home near Dev- 
ter's Corners in the town of Pleasant 
Prairie at eleven o'clock this morning. 


The brief illness of the past few days 


was the only serious illness that Mr. 
Dowse had suffered during his life of 
nearly' a 
century. His vitality 
was 


strong to the last anil when death came 
it found him perfectly conscious. 


The funeral will be held from the late 


residence at two o'clock Monday after- 
noon. 


Deceased-came from England when 22 


years of age. 
He arrived in New York 


in 1837 and walked all the way to Wis- 
consin, arriving at Southport in the same 
year. 


At the time he arrived the government 


was juet opening the Innd for settlement 
and Mr. Dowse secured a farm of 1SQ 
acres of land.. For a ahort.timc he work- 
ed on .the Mississippi river but in .1838 he, 
returned to England and witnessed the 
coronation of the, lute Queen'Victoria. 
The same year he returned to the farm 
in Pleasant Prsirie nnd he had been there 
up to the time of his death. 


He served as a member of the scliool 


board of Pleasant Prairie and was also 
side supervisor. He was a Republican in 
politics. 


Mr. Dowse was twice married.' He was, 


married to Miss Abigail I.ovejoy at (".ur- 
nee. III. To this marriage were born 
three sons and one daughter. Of these 
William C. Dowse of Ple.nsnnt Prairie, 
and Ernest P. Dowse of Chicago, survive. 
Mrs. Dowse died shortly after tho birth 
of her children nnd in 1848 Mr. Dowse 
married Mrs. Sarah Dexter, widow of 
the late Jackson Dexter, and mother of 
Walter L. Dexter, now living at Pleasant 
Prairie. 
There was but one son of this 


union, and that was Byron C. Dowse, 
who survives his father and who lives at 
:he old home in Plensnnt Prairie.

THE PA HUB TRUST 


The press is beginning to sit up and 


take notice of the proceedings made pub- 
lic from dav to day as regards the for- 
mation of the great print paper trust 
It is explained this is not a trust, but n 
purchase outright by a gigantic aggre- 
gation of capital, $150,000.000, it is stat- 
ed, of various and sundry pnper mills in 
this state and others. 
This feature of a 


complete ownership it is stated will make 
it perfectly immune from any hostile 
government proceedings of any nature 
and it will also be immune from any 
state interference. 


Some of the papers up north located 


nearer the heart of the trust operations 
are now considering the matter, the Mar- 
inette Star-Kagle saying: 


"The big combine of paper companies 


now being formed may not be amenable 
to the anti-trust laws hut the govern- 
ment officials ought not to permit it to 
go to organization without a thorough in- 
vestigation. The plan is to form one 
large corporation with an immense capi- 
tal and purchase outright the varioiis pa- 
per mills in the country. 
It will un- 


doubtedly be one of the most gigantic 
combinations in the country. It will prob- 
ably require considerations amounting to 
$150.000,000 or over to purchase all the 
mills. The merged company will have 
the nation by the throat as far as paper 
is concerned. 
If there is any way to 


stop tho combination it ought to-be tak- 
en advantage of immediately. It may 
also result seriously for Wisconsin as the 
combination may decide to close the mills 
in this" state to curtail production. 
At-

properly certain details can not be made

AMERICAN COPPER 


This country is perfectly able to mine 


every pound of copper required in manu- 
factures, the arts, sciences and for every- 
thing else needed in which copper is 
used. In 1905 we produced of merchant- 
able copper 871,634,245 pounds, valued 
at $136,837,860, this being an increase 
from 817,713,305 pounds the year before, 
but the movements of copper disclose we 
imported largely as well as exporting. 
The imports of 1005 are given at 148,- 
303,305 pounds, 
valued 
at $18,841,567, 


and the exports at. 591,382,270 pounds, 
worth $81,705,226. In 1906 we imported 
171,001,957 pounds, valued at $25,764.545 
and exported 464,582,841 pounds worth 
577,038,932. The figures for the past fis- 
cal year ending June 30th are given as 
follows:

414,046,463 pounds,

It often happens with the small spur 
roads that the amount demanded under 
the license fee system is greater than 
the amount under the ad valorem system 
and later ill the year the treasury has to 
make a certain refund to (he road.

Prisoner Winced Somewhat. 


Gak did not seem to be in the same 


spirits as on the day of the shooting 
when f,e stated that he did not care how- 
many years he got for Kis crime. He 
expected ten years then, but when a sen- 
tence of nrne years WJK; -nreted tint to 
him 
he winced, and 
a 
decided 
scowl 


spread over his face. Day before yester- 
day when he was taken into court and 
asked that all the witnesses be summon- 
ed to-tell their stories he had hoped that 
his sentence would ^considerably light- 
ened and.that his punishment would be 
very short. When 
the court 
refused 


such a proceeding and 
remanded 
him 


back to jail to await trial he was not 
pleased in the least. 
He changed his 


mind yesterday, however, and asked to 
be taken into court again. He simply 
admitted the shooting and the sentence 
followed.
